Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  eleventh  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Mailing. 


You  are  well  aware  by  now  that  the  indices  by  which  we  gauge 
the  health  of  a  district  are  based  on  the  birth  rate,  the  death  rate,  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  and  the  tuberculosis  rate.  In  all  of  those, 
your  District  compares  very  creditably  with  the  national  average. 


The  birth  rate  which  last  year  reached  the  very  high  level  of 
22.96  has  fallen  slightly  but  is  still  above  that  for  Lug land  and  Wales. 


The  death  rate  is  very  slightly  above  the  national  average  when  factors 
of  adjustment  are  taken  into  account.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  is 
considerably  below  that  of  England  and  Wales  and  only  seven  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  were  reported  last  year  as  against  fourteen  in  196 6. 
Tuberculosis  is  listed  as  one  of  the  less  important  causes  of  death  in 
your  district. 


There  is  one  blight  on  this  report  to  which  I  must  refer  and  that 
is  the  very  considerable  increase  there  has  been  in  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  cancer.  1966  was  a  year  of  exceptionally  low  incidence  of  cancer, 
but  last  year,  1967*  showed  an  increase  to  a  figure  which  has  never  been 
equalled  in  your  district.  The  principal  increase  occurred  in  cancer  of 
the  lung  and  bronchus.  This  is  probably  one  of  the  most  easily  preventable 
of  all  major  cancers.  The  number  of  people  dying  of  cancer  of  the  lung 
who  are  non-smokers  is  very,  very  small  indeed.  The  direct  relationship 
of  heavy  cigarette  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung  is  an  established  fact. 
Another  menacing  feature  of  these  statistics  is  that  now  there  is  an 
increasing  number  of  female  deaths  being  reported,  and  a.s  women  go  on 
smoking  more  and  more,  so  the  mortality  figures  of  males  and  females  will 
approximate  one  another.  A  few  years  ago  this  used  to  be  only  1  in  every 
9  deaths;  now  last  year  a  fifth  of  the  deaths  were  of  females.  As  long 
as  heavy  cigarette  smoking  goes  on,  so  long  will  we  have  an  increasing 
number  of  people  dying  through  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus. 


The  statistics  for  tuberculosis  are  highly  satisfactory,  even 
although  you  have  in  your  district  potential  foci  of  the  disease  not 
applying  to  most  other  parts  of  the  country.  I  would,  however,  refer  you 
to  the  section  on  tuberculosis,  in  which  you  will  see  that  although  the 
number  of  new  cases  is  very  low,  yet  the  work  carried  out  in  the  examination 
of  contacts  was  very  considerable.  This  is  painstaking  and  accurate  work 
and  unless  it  is  done  with  a  high  degree  of  skill,  dangerous  contacts 
could  well  escape  the  net,  and  tuberculosis  be  given  another  focal  extension. 

The  account  given  of  the  year's  work  by  Mr .  Coldrick  is  detailed 
and  I  am  sure  of  great  interest  to  you.  In  housing  alone  you  will  see  that 
1,1463  inspections  were  made  and  the  vast  majority  of  the  work  was  done  by 
way  of  informal  notice. 

The  inspection  ox  food  premises  constitutes  a  large  part  of  the 
work  of  the  Health  Department  and  this  aspect  alone  took  of  2,332  visits, 
excluding  visits  to  slaughterhouses.  Most  of  this  work  is  undertaken  on 
an  advisory  basis  and  you  will  read  in  the  report  that  although  11  cases 
involving  contamination  of  food  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department 
during  the  year,  in  no  instance  was  it  considered  necessary  to  take  legal 
proceedings.  At  the  same  time,  however,  vigorous  steps  were  taken  to  ensure 
that  no  further  recurrence  of  the  trouble  would  arise  as  far  as  the 
supervision  of  the  Health  Department  was  concerned.

Once  again  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  100  per  cent 
meat  inspection  was  carried  cut,  and  that  in  no  instance  was  tuberculosis 
discovered. 

In  the  pages  which  follow  you  will  read  much  of  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department.  You  already  know  from  the  reports  made  to 
you  from  time  to  time,  how  wide  this  field  is,  but  I  hope  after  reading 
this  Annual  Report  you  will  have  an  even  better  idea  of  how  this  task 
is  carried  out  on  your  behalf. 

As  always,  I  have  had  the  utmost  co-operation  with  Mr.  Coldrick, 
and  his  duties  as  Surveyor  to  the  Rural  District  have  not  interfered 
in  any  way  with  the  enthusiasm  with  which  he  has  tackled  his  job  as  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector;  neither  has  the  supervision  of  the  work  of  the 
Department  been  hindered  in  the  slightest. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  other  members  of  the  Inspectorate, 
not  forgetting  the  clerical  staff,  for  the  keenness  with  which  they 
pursued  their  vocation  during  the  year. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  has  di  own  its  customary  zest  and 
Mr.  Coldrick  and  I  have  been  fully  supported  in  all  we  have  done  throughout 
the  year,  by  an  enthusiastic  Committee  assisted  by  the  loyal  support  of  the 
Council.  In  all  our  endeavours  we  have  received  the  fullest  of  co-operatio 
from  all  the  Senior  Officers  of  the  Council  and  I  am  particularly  grateful 
to  the  Chief  Executive  Officer,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Housing  Manager.

Last  year  I  commented  on  the  high  birth  rate  of  your  district, 
which  at  the  adjusted  figure  was  22*96  per  1,000  population.  This  year 
there  has  been  a  reduction^  it  has  fallen  to  20.81;,  the  lowest  figure  it 
has  been  since  1963.  This  is  still,  however,  a  figure  which  is 
substantially  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  at  17*2  and  indicates 
the  youthfulness  of  your  district. 

The  death  rate  too,  is  higher  than  it  has  been  for  several  years 
and  this  year  the  adjusted  rate  is  slightly  above  that  for  England  and 
Wales.  It  is  adjusted,  of  course,  in  your  case  against  your  crude  rate 
because  of  the  youthful  constitution  of  your  population. 

Last  year  you  had  an  exceptionally  low  infantile  mortality  rate 
at  11,79*  This  year  you  have  a  slight  rise  to  11; .27  but  it  is  substantially 
below  the  national  average  at  18.3* 
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The  number  of  infectious  diseases  reported  last  year  at  1,14.68 
was  greatly  in  excess  of  the  figure  for  1966  at  173.  This  is  largely 
made  up  of  measles  which  accounted  for  1,3514  the  notifications. 

The  previous  yearh  figure  for  measles,  in  1966,  was  112. 

There  was  no  serious  case  of  infectious  disease  and  once  again 
there  was  no  case  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  or  smallpox.

There  has  been  a  slight  fall  in  the  number  of  primary  vaccinations 
completed  this  year  at  75>1  as  against  96 0  in  1966.  The  number  of  reinforcing 
doses,  however,  has  risen  considerably  from  1*82  -in  1966  to  619  in  1967. 

This  is  the  easiest  of  all  vaccinations  as  an  oral  vaccine  is  used. 
No  untoward  symptoms  have  been  reported,  and  I  would  urge  on  all  parents  to 
ensure  that  all  children  are  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  and  that  they 
themselves  up  to  the  age  of  I4.O  also  receive  the  protection  of  this  vaccine.

The  records  of  vaccinations  aupplied  now  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  are  only  those  which  apply  to  primary  vaccinations  carried  out 
under  the  County  Councils  own  arrangements,  and  to  re-vaccination 
between  the  ages  of  £  and  8  years. 

I  am  therefore  not  in  a  position  to  know  the  total  numbers  in 
either  category.  The  statistics  although  they  are  submitted  to  you  are 
not  in  my  opinion,  of  much  value,  but  are  presented  to  you  merely  because 
they  are  a  return  which  is  sent  to  me  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

I  would,  however,  stress  that  it  is  of  value  to  have  infants 
vaccinated  against  smallpox,  and' particularly  for  people  who  are  going 
abroad  to  maintain  their  state  of  protection  by  re-vaccination  at  intervals 
of  three  years. 

From  time  to  time  emergency  regulations,  made  by  European 
countries  in  particular,  create  a  tremendous  demand  for  international 
certificates  of  vaccination.  Since  more  and  more  people  are  travelling 
abroad,  particularly  on  short  holidays,  it  is  incumbent  upon  them  to 
ensure  that  their  vaccination  state  is  kept  up  to  date.  If  this  were 
done,  remembering  that  the  international  certificate  is  valid  for  only 
three  years,  there  would  be  no  sudden  rush  at  the  last  moment.

There  has  been  a  slight  switch  round  of  figures  this  year  in  the 
above  table.  It  shows  a  minor  fall  in  the  number  of  primary  immunisations 
completed  as  against  1966  and  a  minor  increase  in  the  number  of  reinforcing 
doses  as  against  the  previous  year.

Last  year,  I  reported  the  figure  of  11.79  as  the  lowest  that  you  had 
achieved  in  the  infantile  mortality  in  your  district.  This  year  there  has 
been  a  slight  increase,  but  very  slight,  to  lit. 2 7  and  this  has  entailed  the 
deaths  of  two  additional  infants. 

From  the  above  table,  however,  it  will  be  seen  that  It  of  those  deaths 
were  caused  by  congenital  abnormalities  which  could  not  bo  foreseen  and  2  to 
extreme  prematurity.  At  least  four  we  can  say  without  any  doubt  were  beyond 
human  intervention. 

Once  again  I  am  happy  to  report  that  no  deaths  occurred  on  the  maternal 
side,  including  the  cause  'abortion*.

Report  on  the  environmental 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December 


The  work  of  the  Department  continued  smoothly  during'  1967,  all 
aspects  of  sanitation  and  environmental  hygiene  receiving-  attention,  a  situation 
which  was  assisted  by  the  absence  of  any  changes  in  the  Inspectorial  Staff.  On 
the  adminstrative  side,  Miss  Valerie  Porter  was  transferred  to  the  Clerk's 
Department  on  the  28th  October  and  Miss  Angela  Smith  was  appointed  as  Junior 
Clerk/Typist  to  take  up  her  duties  on  1st  January,  1968. 

The  Council's  policy  of  reorganisation  and  delegation  of  powers  end 
duties  proceeded  smoothly  and  has  resulted  in  improved  efficiency  in  the 
Department  and  has  facilitated  the  co-operation  between  Departments.  It  has 
also  speeded  up  routine  work  and  in  relieving  Members  of  trivial  matters  has 
enabled  them  to  concentrate  on  major  aspects  of  policy  decisions. 

There  were  no  major  items  of  legislation  enacted  during  the  year 
which  affected  the  work  of  the  Department.  However,  some  additional  duties 
with  regard  to  Improvement  Grants  and  reports  on  properties  the  subject  of 
applications  for  loans  from  the  Council  have  been  undertaken  by  the  Inspectors, 

I  think  that  it  is  only  right,  from  time  to  time,  that  we  should 
look  back  and  take  stock  of  what  changes  and  improvements  have  taken  place, 
and  I  feel  that  with  all  the  present  queries  and  doubts  as  to  the  future 
reorganisation  of  local  government  and  the  speculations  as  to  the  future  of 
Mailing  Rural  District  Council  that  this  is  an  opportune  moment  to  briefly 
review  conditions  over  the  last  20  years.

suffering  from  the  aftermath  of  the  war,  and  acute 
materials  precluded  any  major  work  being  carried  out  on  sewerage  schemes. 

Low  rents,  scarcity  of  housing  and  the  use  of  most  of  the  available  labour 
on  building  new  houses  had  a  serious  effect  on  the  condition  of  many  properties, 
numbers  of  which  were  in  need  of  repair.  Staff  shortages  affected  both 
administration  and  the  Inspectorial  sides  of  the  Department  and  it  was  impossible 
to  carry  out  environmental  food  hygiene  or  routine  inspections.  Housing  being 
at  a  premium,  the  emphasis  was  on  providing  new  units  of  living  accommodation 
and  in  I9I18,  2I4.6  dwellings  were  erected,  201;  being  Council  houses,  20  pre-fab 
bungalows  and  22  other  houses.  5  ex-service  hutted  camps  had  been  taken  over 
and  adapted  as  temporary  living  accommodation  for  92  families,  and  by  1990  six 
camps  were  in  use  housing  113  families.  As  it  became  possible  to  rehouse  the 
people  the  huts  were  demolished.  By  the  end  of  195U,  1|0  huts  were  still 
occupied  and  the  responsibility  for  these  camps  was  transferred  to  the  Housing- 
Department.  Due  to  the  prevailing  conditions,  it  was  not  possible  to  carry 
out  any  serious  action  with  regard  to  Slum  Clearance  until  1956,  although,  up 
to  that  date,  as  unfit  properties  became  vacant  action  was  taken.  Since  then, 
329  houses  have  been  dealt  with. 


Some  idea  of  the  growth  of  the  district  can  be  gained  by  the  population 
figures  which  have  increased  by  17,030  from  3U,060  in  19l;8  to  51,090  in  1967, 
a  50$  increase.  Most  of  this  growth  has  occurred  from  i960  onwards  when  there 
has  been  an  increase  of  13,880  at  an  average  of  1,735  per  annum.  During  this 
period  the  number  of  inhabited  dwellings  has  risen  from  9, 1; 80  to  16,787  -and  the 
product  of  a  penny  rate  increased  from  £789  to  £9, 98ii* 
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In  19h$  only  10  parishes  had  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse,  the 
other  ll\.  parishes  receiving  a  fortnightly  collection.  Occupiers  were  required 
to  bring  their  bins  to  the  front  gates  or  kerbside  for  collection  and  to  return 
them  after  emptying.  New  of  course  we  have  the  weekly  collection  of  paper 
sacks  from  the  sack  stands.  Although  refuse  today  is  constantly  increasing 
in  the  bulk  to  weight  ratio,  the  weight  of  refuse  collection  has  also  increased 
from  6,U[6  tons  to  20,000  tons.  With  regard  to  cesspool  emptying,  it  was 
not  until  1961  that  the  whole  of  the  district  received  a  6  weekly  rate  borne 
emptying  service,  prior  to  this  11;  perishes  had  only  a  four  monthly  service. 

It  would  be  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  problems  relating 
to  this  service  were  at  an  end,  unfortunately  this  is  not  so,  the  position  still 
remains  acute.  Any  savings  resulting  from  the  sewerage  schemes  in  Wouidhan, 

East  Peckham  and  Wateringbury  have  been  more  than  offset  by  the  increased  number 
of  properties  that  have  been  erected  in  other  unsewered  parts  of  the  district. 
However,  when  the  trunk  valley  sewerage  scheme  and  the  Snodland  sewage  works  are 
operational  the  position  should  be  vastly  improved,  although  this  will  be  a 
gradual  process  as  houses  are  connected  to  the  new  sewers. 

During  this  20  year  period  much  new  legislation  has  been  enacted  which 
has  affected  all  facets  of  the  work  of  the  Department  and  many  new  duties  have 
been  added.  Although  legal  requirements  are  strictly  enforced  and  these  are 
becoming  more  stringent,  health  education  is  playing  a  much  greater  part  and 
the  Inspectors  are  constantly  trying  to  effect  the  improvement  of  premises  to  a 
much  higher  standard  than  that  required  by  law,  this  is  particularly  so  in  the 
field  of  food  hygiene.  Inspectors  today  now  require  more  detailed  and 
specialised  knowledge  and  the  whole  concept  of  training  has  undergone  ccnsiderabi 
change . 


Without  being  at  all  complacent,  I  consider  that  this  Council  can  be 
justifiably  pleased  with  the  advances  that  have  taken  place  in  the  District 
during  this  period  and  I  look  forward  to  a  continuing  improvement  in  the  years 
to  come. 


A  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  during  1967  follows,  with  comments 
on  each  subject. 


HOUSING 


Due  to  the  Councils  continued  support  in  providing  the  necessary 
alternative  accommodation  for  persons  displaced,  it  was  possible  to  continue 
with  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  during  1967*  Without  this  support,  no 
progress  could  be  made  and  the  Council’s  action  is  much  appreciated. 

In  the  year  under  review  27  houses  were  dealt  with,  12  representations 
being  made  in  respect  of  individual  properties,  resulting  in  6  closing  orders 
and  6  undertakings  not  to  use  the  dwellings  until  they  had  been  made  fit.  The 
remaining  V~>  premises  were  dealt  with  in  two  clearance  areas,  Compulsory  Purchase 
orders  being  confirmed  by  the  Minister  in  each  case.  In  addition,  one  house 
was  purchased  by  agreement  and  one  included  in  an  area  as  "grey"  land. 

15  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  some  of  which  were  the 
subject  of  Closing  Orders  made  in  previous  years.  A  total  of  5>  families 
comprising  21  persons  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  from  slum  houses. 
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11+63  inspections  were  made  under  this  heading  during  the  year  and 
it  was  necessary  to  serve  li+O  informal  and  10  statutory  notices  requiring 
repairs  to  houses.  Set  out  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  this  section  of 
the  report  is  a  summary  of  the  works  effected.  The  following  shows  the 
number  of  houses  rendered  fit  during  the  year.

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Rent  Act  1957  during  the  year  as  no 
applications  for  Certificates  or  Cancellations  of  Certificates  were  received. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


Although  the  number  of  Standard  Grants  has  risen  slightly  from  35 
in  1966  to  1+3  in  1967*  there  has  been  a  vury  large  decrease  in  the  number  of 
Discretionary  Grants  which  have  fallen  from  102  in  1966  to  1+6  in  the  year  under- 
review. 

Before  any  grants  are  considered,  the  premises  are  inspected  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  bo  ascertain  the  probable  future  life  of  the  property 
and  to  note  what  additional  works  of  repair  will  need  to  be  carried  out.  A 
further  visit  is  made  before  the  grants  are  paid  to  ensure  that  all  the  necessary 
works  have  been  completed.

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HOP  PICKING 


At  most  farms  hop  picking  commences  as  usual  in  the  first  week  in 
September  although  one  or  two  actually  started  in  the  last  week  of  August. 

Due  to  the  greater  daily  quantities  picked  by  machine  and  also  to  the  fact, 
that  machine  picking  can  be  carried  on  in  inclement  weather,  picking  was 
completed  by  the  last  week  in  September.  There  is  now  only  1  out  of  the 
23  farms  in  the  district  at  which  hops  are  grown,  that  does  not  carry  out 
machine  picking,  two  additional  machines  being  brought  into  use  during  the 
year  and  three  farms  transport  the  hops  to  machines  outside  this  district. 

This  increased  use  of  machines  has  naturally  resulted  in  a  reduction  of 
pickers^  an  estimated  total  of  93U  persons  were  housed  at  12  farms,  a  decrease 
of  390  on  the  previous  year.  Some  of  the  pickers  provided  their  own 
accommodation  by  wa y  of  caravans . 

30  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  the 
Council* s  byelaws,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  latrine  accommodation, 
refuse  disposal  and  also  to  temporary  shops  and  a  tented  cafe  at  one  camp. 

Conditions  were  generally  satisfactory,  farmers  have  been  co-operative 
and  huts  have  not  been  occupied  after  30th  November  as  required  by  the  byelaw. 


There  were  no  changes  in  the  supplies  of  water  during  the  year,  the 
hid  Kent  Water  Company  continued  to  supply  the  majority  of  premises  in  the 
District,  the  remainder  being  supplied  by  the  mains  of  the  Maidstone  Waterworks 
Company,  the  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company,  and  the  Hedway  Water 
Board.  In  addition,  a  small  number  of  premises  received  piped  supplies  from 
Private  sources. 

At  the  31st  December,  1967*  99%  of  the  houses  in  the  district  were 
receiving  a  piped  supply  from  statutory  undertakings  and  a  further  0.81;,e 
from  private  sources  of  supply,  giving  a  total  of  99*8 bf°  of  the  houses  within 
the  district  receiving  a  piped  supply. 

SAMPLING 

All  supplies  are  periodically  sampled  throughout  the  year  and  routine 
testing  is  also  carried  out  by  the  undertakers. 

None  of  the  supplies  are  liable  to  plumb o- solvent  action  and  as 
samples  have  confirmed  the  absence  of  lead  contamination,  precautions  against 
this  contamination  have  not  been  necessary. 


FLUORIDATION 


None  of  the  supplies  are  subjected  to  fluoridation  and  in  all  cases 
the  natural  content  is  under  0.1  parts  per  million.

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DELIVERY  OF  WATER 


The  drier,  sunnier  weather  of  1967  compared  with  the  previous  year 
was  reflected  in  the  amount  of  water  that  it  was  necessary  to  deliver  to 
houses  in  the  Holly  Hill  area  of  Birling  and  Snodland  which  are  dependent 
upon  stored  rainwater.  3,200  gallons  being  delivered  in  I967  as  against 
2,1+00  in  1966. 

During  the  year.  Ministerial  approval  was  received  to  the  provision 
of  water  mains  to  the  Bells  Farm  area  of  East  Peckham.  An  order  was  placed 
with  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  and  it  is  expected  that  the  work  will  be 
completed  early  in  the  new  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  each  parish; 
those  supplied  with  water  from  public  and  private  mains,  and  those  known  to 
be  without  laid-on-water  supply.  In  the  latter  case,  water  is  obtained  from 
springs  and  wells  or  by  the  storage  of  rainwater  in  underground  tanks.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


In  this  age  with  refrigerated  and  temperature  controlled  sales  cabinets 
accelerated  freeze  dried  food3,  shrink  wrappings  of  food  and  other  modern 
packaging  and  sales  techniques,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  basic  hygienic 
principles  of  food  handling,  storage  and  sale.  In  fact,  attention  to  these 
details  at  all  points  from  the  raw  basic  materials  through  the  manufacturing 
or  processing  plant,  transport,  storage  and  sale  right  up  to  the  time  when  the 
food  is  consumed  is  just  as  important  now  as  it  ever  was.  The  control  of 
foodstuffs  is  one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  Department 
and  much  time  is  spent  on  this  subject.  nil  premises  where  food  is  stored, 
handled  or  sold  continued  to  receive  regular  visits  throughout  the  year  to 
ensure  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  a  total  of  2,332  visits 
was  made  excluding  visits  to  slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection. 
The  Inspectors  not  only  ensure  compliance  with  legal  standards  but  give  advice 
and  suggestions  on  layout  of  cafe  and  canteen  kitchens,  handling  and  stock 
rotation  and  endeavour  to  persuade  owners  to  improve  their  premises.  One 
aspect  of  merchandising  that  is  causing  some  concern  is  the  system  of  sale  or 
return  of  certain  foods  which  has  been  particularly  noticeable  in  the  bakery 
trade.  Unless  safeguards  are  taken  such  as  the  breaking  or  cutting  in  half 
the  returned  item  in  front  of  the  shopkeeper,  there  is  a  danger  that  the  food 
collected  from  one  shop  will  be  delivered  to  another.  Shopkeepers  have  been 
advised  that  this  practice  is  being  carried  on  and  it  has  also  been  pointed 
out  that  this  danger  of  redelivery  of  stale  if  not  mouldy  food  can  be  prevented 
by  all  shopkeepers  coding  the  items  when  they  are  delivered.  This  would  not 
only  assist  in  stock  rotation  but  the  presence  of  a  code  on  items  being  delivered 
would  immediately  indicate  that  the  package  had  previously  been  delivered  to 
another  shop. 

11  cases  involving  contamination  of  food  were  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Department  during  the  year.  Full  enquiries  were  made  in  each  case  but 
in  none  of  the  instances  were  legal  proceedings  warranted.  Steps  were  taken 
in  an  endeavour  to  preclude  ary  further  recurrence. 

Cooling  water  at  the  three  factories  in  the  district  producing  canned 
or  bottled  foods  continued  to  be  regularly  sampled.  Out  of  7U  samples  taken, 

69  proved  satisfactory.  3  °f  the  unsatisfactory  results  were  from  a  factory 
at  Ditton  and  2  from  the  factory  at  East  mailing.  The  chlorination  plants 
were  overhauled  and  further  repeat  samples  proved  satisfactory. 
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The  following  table  sets  out  the  number  of  food  premises  in  the

VOLUNTARY  SURRENDER  OF  FOOD  STUFFS 


By  operating  this  service,  not  only  does  the  trade  benefit  by  having 
any  unsound  or  doubtful  food  examined,  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  but  also 
enables  the  Department  to  maintain  a  strict  control  over  bhe  disposal  of  any 
food  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  As  in  previous  years,  unfit 
fresh  meat  at  the  slaughterhouses  was  stained  prior  to  collection  by  a  glue 
and  fertiliser  factory  for  processing.  All  other  unfit  foods  were  disposed 
of  at  the  Councils  controlled  tip  under  strict  supervision.

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SLAUGHTERING 


Of  the  two  small  private  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the  district, 
one  did  not  operate  for  approximately  [}.  months  and  the  other  for  over  £ 
months.  As  a  consequence,  the  total  of  3I4.O  animals  killed  was  less  than 
half  the  amount  for  1966  when  769  animals  were  slaughtered. 

The  proposed  private  slaughterhouse  to  be  built  by  a  butcher  at 
Snodland  has  not  progressed  due  to  economic  conditions,  but  the  butcher  hopes 
to  proceed  with  the  project  during  1968. 

The  continued  co-operation  of  the  butchers  concerned  has  enabled 
100^  meat  inspection  to  be  carried  out  without  the  necessity  to  work  overtime 
and  without  any  formal  control  of  hours  of  slaughter  having  to  be  imposed. 

Meat  inspection  charges  were  maintained  at  the  figures  set  in  19614. 
and  the  total  income  for  the  year  was  £16.  19*  6d.  a  decrease  of  £17.  17.  3d. 
on  the  previous  year.

ICE  CREAM 


In  1967*  there  were  19U  premises  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice  cream  and  one  for  manufacture.  The  latter  being  a  shop  which 
has  installed  a  soft  ice  cream  machine.  It  is  rather  surprising  that  with 
the  increasing  popularity  of  this  commodity  that  more  premises  have  not 
changed  from  the  traditional  sales  of  wrapped  ice  cream.  In  all  other 
instances,  supplies  are  received  prepacked  from  well  known  manufacturers  and 
the  polioy  of  selective  sampling  to  avoid  unnecessary  duplication  was 
continued.  Regular  routine  visits  were  made  to  ice  cream  dealers  throughout 
the  year  and  the  position  with  regard  to  the  handling  and  sale  is  considered 
satisfactory.

lour  Rodent  Operator  is  kept  very  busy  carrying  out  this  work,  also 
infectious  disease  work  that  may  arise  from  tine  to  time,  and  the  routine 
treatment  of  sewers  throughout  the  district.  This  latter  aspect  is  growing 
very  rapidly  with  the  building  of  the  many  estates  throughout  the  area  and  it 
will  continue  to  grow  at  an  increasing  rate  with  the  completion  of  the  Trunk 
Valley  Sewerage  Scheme  and  the  sewering  of  the  various  parishes  to  be  connected 
thereto.  In  fact  the  amount  of  time  to  be  spent  on  sewer  treatment  work  alone 
will  be  very  considerable  indeed  and  will  almost  certainly  mean  some  increase 
in  staff  to  deal  efficiently  with  it.  A  programme  of  work  to  cover  the 
existing  systems  commences  in  April  and  cannot  be  completed  until  the  autumn 
each  year.  During  I967  the  duties  of  a  member  of  the  staff  at  the  Cleansing 
Depot  was  so  arranged  that  he  was  available  to  assist  the  Rodent  Operator  on 
sewer  work  and  to  cover  holiday  periods,  etc.,  and  this  will  be  continued 
during  1968.  Previously  it  has  been  necessary  to  arrange  for  men  to  be  taken 
off  other  work  for  this  purpose.  With  the  growth  of  the  Pest  Control  service 
more  of  this  part-time  assistance  will  be  required.  The  whole  of  the  work  is 
carried  out  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, 
whose  representatives  are  always  willing  to  advise  in  cases  of  difficulty.  I 
am  please  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  cases  of  warfarin  resistance  occurred 
in  the  district  during  1967* 
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29  contracts  were  in  force  at  the  31st  December,  1967,  yielding  a 
total  income  of  approximately  £?1±2  per  annum.  The  regular  inspection  and 
treatment  of  these  premises,  which  include  very  large  factories,  hospitals, 
farms  and  small  business  premises,  is  appreciated  by  the  occupiers  and  is 
proving  worthwhile  in  keeping  the  rodent  population  under  control. 

The  number  of  wasp’s  nests  treated  during  1967  totalled  over  1*00 
compared  with  13U  in  1966.  Wasps  vary  very  considerably  in  numbers  from 
year  to  year  depending  on  many  aspects  of  the  environment ,  particularly 
weather  conditions  in  the  Spring,  when  young  queens  are  emerging  from 
hibernation.  I  must  also  point  out  that  the  number  of  actual  rodent  control 
treatments  completed  in  a  given  period  does  not  show  anythin  like  the  total 
work  carried  out  by  your  operator.  A  great  deal  of  survey  work  is  required 
to  be  done  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  and  it  is  this  aspect 
of  the  service  which  tends  to  fall  behind  when  increases  in  requests  for 
treatment  and  other  assistance  occurr. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  year  under  review  saw  the  general  consolidation  of  the  paper 
sack  system  of  collection,  the  installation  of  which  had  been  completed 
during  the  previous  year.  Sack  holders  continued  to  be  distributed  to 
new  premises  and  733  additional  houses  were  taken  into  the  service  during 
the  period.  The  tonnage  of  refuse  collected  rose  to  an  all-time  record 
of  19,300  tons  and  with  the  addition  of  all  sorts  of  sundry  work  and  work 
necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  service  itself,  the  total  tonnage 
carried  by  the  vehicles  amounted  to  over  20,000  tons,  an  increase  of  300 
tons  when  compared  with  1966,  In  carrying  out  this  work  the  vehicles 
travelled  a  total  of  98,000  miles. 

Although  a  service  is  provided  for  the  collection  of  large  items 
of  domestic  refuse  such  as  furniture,  etc.,  increasing  quantities  are 
having  to  be  collected  from  roadside  verges,  woodland  and  similar  places 
throughout  the  district.  At  one  time  such  deposits  were  largest  at  the 
boundaries  of  the  district  adjacent  to  adjoining  urban  areas,  but  I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  this  is  no  longer  the  case  as  considerable  quantities 
are  now  being  deposited  around  estates  throughout  the  district. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  abandoned  and  unwanted  vehicles  is 
another  expanding  aspect  of  the  work.  A  total  of  approximately  30, 
including  shells  and  chassis,  were  dealt  with  during  1967.  3  vehicles 

were  brought  to  the  Cleansing  Depot  by  the  owners  after  payment  of  a  fee 
of  £1,  under  a  system  commenced  in  early  November.  The  abandoned  vehicles 
were  dealt  with  by  the  department,  either  by  being  cut  up  on  the  site  where 
they  were  abandoned  or  removed  to  the  depot  for  breaking.  The  disposal 
of  these  vehicles  is  a  costly  and  time  consuming  operation,  but  one  I  feel 
is  well  worthwhile  to  keep  the  area  free  from  unsightly  accummulations  and 
one  of  which  in  ary  case  is  now  a  duty  placed  upon  local  authorities  by 
statute.  In  the  past  some  vehicles  have  been  dealt  with  by  direct  labour 
and  others  by  giving  the  work  to  a  scrap  dealer  when  his  price  has  been 
below  the  average  costs  incurred  by  the  department.  however,  at  the  year’s 
end  authorisation  was  given  to  include  in  Annual  Estimates  for  the  1968/ 9 
financial  year,  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  vehicle  recovery  transporter 
to  reduce  towing  charges  and  a  lorry  mounted  hydraulic  crane  to  deal  with 
the  heavier  units,  such  as  engines,  back  axles,  etc.  This  crane  will 
also  assist  in  handling  other  heavy  refuse,  for  which  several  men  have  to 
be  employed  at  the  present  time,  with  consequent  high  labour  costs  and 
sometimes  with  danger  to  the  staff.  A  new  service  for  the  collection  of 
unwanted  vehicles  from  the  owner’s  premises  has  been  authorised  and  will 
be  commenced  in  the  early  part  of  the  I968/9  financial  year  when  delivery 
of  the  transporter  is  taken.  The  charge  for  this  service  will  be  £2  per 
vehicle  as  authorised.  During  the  second  half  of  the  year  the  3J  acres 
of  land  adjoining  the  Cleansing  Depot  became  available  and  it  is  now 
possible  to  deal  with  vehicles  and  other  scrap  metal  in  a  much  more  efficient 
manner  on  part  of  this  land. 

Another  development  of  the  service  during  1967  was  the  introduction 
of  1.23  cu.yd.  bulk  containers  for  use  at  schools,  hotels  and  other  large 
establishments.  These  containers,  placed  at  the  various  premises  by 
agreement  with  the  owners,  at  an  annual  charge  of  £3,  are  emptied  by  a 
special  vehicle.  The  new  system  has  proved  most  successful  and  will  be 
extended  during  the  coming  year. 

The  principle  cause  for  concern  in  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
continues  to  be  that  of  tipping  space.  Negotiations  for  the  acquisition 
of  the  present  tip  and  removal  of  the  weathered  refuse  into  the  adjoining 
gravel  workings  continued  throughout  the  year  and  because  of  the  long  and 
complicated  legal  procedures  necessary  in  this  regard  the  matter  was  still 
not  resolved  at  the  year’s  end.  Planning-  permission  has  again  been  granted 
for  over-tipping  of  the  present  area  should  this  prove  to  be  absolutely 
essential,  but  there  are  many  practical  difficulties  to  be  overcome  if  this 
has  to  be  done.  It  must  therefore  be  hoped  that  the  legal  problems  will 
have  been  resolved  and  the  contract  for  the  removal  of  the  weathered  refuse 
to  the  adjoining  site  settled  before  the  present  tipping  layer  has  been 
completed.

The  collection  of  salvage,  including  waste  paper,  scrap  metal  and 
rags  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  restrictions  that  were  imposed 
during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  due  to  the  economic  situation,  had  been 
relaxed  somewhat  by  the  year’s  end.  Total  receipts  for  waste  paper  alone 
amounted  to  nearly  £lf,600  and  with  the  other  materials  collected  and  sold 
the  total  income  was  £lfj  723.  8,  lid.  The  salvage  bonus,  of  5 0 %  of  this 
income,  paid  to  the  men,  has  continued  to  assist  in  retaining  staff.  Full 
numerical  details  are  shown  in  the  following  table. 
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As  stated  in  the  preamble  to  this  section  of  my  report,  there  has 
been  a  £ 0 %  increase  in  the  population  of  the  area  during  the  last  twenty  years 
and  the  majority  of  this  development  has  taken  place  during  the  past  seven  years. 
Refuse  is  now  being  collected  from  a  population  of  over  £1*000  people,  on  a 
weekly  basis,  by  a  modern  method,  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  forking  Party  on  Refuse  Collection,  The  refuse  has  continued 
to  increase  in  bulk  and  has  now  reached  a  total  of  20,000  tons  per  year.  The 
paper  sack  system  is  proving  to  be  most  satisfactory  from  all  points  of  view  and 
has  enabled  the  very  considerable  increase  in  the  work  to  be  undertaken  with  the 
minimum  increase  in  labour,  and  vehicles.  I  feel  that  the  next  major  step  is 
to  further  consider  the  implementation  of  a  bonus  pay  scheme  for  the  refuse 
collectors  and  other  members  of  the  public  cleansing  staff.  The  Public  Health 
Committee  has  already  given  approval  in  principle  and  I  feel  that  such  a  scheme 
should  be  prepared  and  implemented  to  make  possible  the  absorption  of  the 
inevitable  increases  in  this  aspect  of  the  work,  with  a  minimum  increase  in  the 
collection  and  disposal  costs.  Investigations  to  this  end  will  be  continued 
during  the  coming  year  and  every  possible  opportunity  will  be  taken  to  further 
modernise  and  improve  the  service. 

One  is  constantly  reminded  of  the  prediction  of  the  Working  Party  of 
Refuse  Storage  and  Collection  that  within  ten  years  the  volume  of  refuse  arising 
from  like  domestic  premises  will  be  doubled,  a  pointer  to  the  need  to  consider 
the  provision  of  machinery  to  reduce  the  bulk  and  so  conserve  valuable  tipping 
space . 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


The  demands  on  the  cesspool  emptying  service  have  increased  considerably 
during  196?,  particularly  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  120  cesspools  with 
a  total  capacity  of  311;,  800  gallons  were  emptied  for  the  first  time.  33  of 
these  were  new  cesspools  and  87  existing.  The  new  watertight  cesspools,  required 
under  the  Building  Regulations,  are  an  increasing  burden  because  there  is  no  loss 
through  soakage  as  was  the  position  with  cesspools  here— to— fore .  Naturally 
the  occupiers  of  the  premises  concerned  expect  prompt  service  as  soon  as  their 
application  for  emptying  is  made  and  with  the  greatly  increased  drainage  flow 
from  the  average  house,  requests  for  emptying  before  the  six-week  free  emptying 
period  has  expired  are  frequently  made.  Many  of  the  older  cesspools  now 
require  emptying  much  more  frequently  than  before  and  the  occupiers  request 
emptying  as  soon  as  the  six  weeks  from  the  last  emptying  have  passed.  Frequent 
checks  are  made  to  ascertain  that  applications  are  justified  but  it  is  rarely 
possible  to  say  that  a  cesspool  will  not  overflow  and  cause  nuisance  if  emptying 
is  delayed  for  a  significant  period  of  time. 

In  all,  19*000,000  gallons  of  sewage  were  removed  from  cesspools 
during  the  year,  an  increase  01  nearly  £00,000  gallons  over  I966.  A  further 
20,800  gallons  were  removed  from  pail  closets.  The  disposal  of  approximately 
73,000  gallons  of  sewage  per  working  day,  presents  a  tremendous  problem. 

Amounts  taken  to  existing  sewage  i^orks  are  of  necessity  limited  and  the  other 
tipping  points  require  constant  inspection  to  ensure  that  nuisance  is  not  being 
created.  For  this  reason  alone  the  completion  of  the  trunk  valley  sewer  is 
eagerly  awaited  as  it  will  then  be  possible  to  dispose  of  cesspool  contents  in 
a  proper  and  nuisance  free  manner. 

The  fleet  consists  of  nine  cesspool  emptying  vehicles,  including  one 
spare,  but  during  1967,  including  over-time,  it  was  necessary  to  run  the 
equivalent  of  10. 73  vehicles  per  week  but  even  this  did  not  provide  a  satisfactory 
service.  During  the  coming  year  it  is  hoped  to  improve  the  situation  to  a 
limited  extent  by  crewing  the  ninth  vehicle  and  running  the  whole  fleet  without 
a  spare,  this  will  at  least  give  some  extra  vehicle  capacity.  It  will  still 
be  necessary  however  to  work  a  great  deal  of  over- time.  The  position  will  be 
improved  when  the  trunk  valley  sewer  scheme  is  completed  and  all  possible 
premises  connected  thereto.  When  this  time  is  reached,  I  feel  that  priority 
must  be  given  to  reducing  the  present  average  waiting  period,  before  a  reduction 
in  the  frequency  of  emptying  is  contemplated.

Maintenance  and  repair  work  to  the  above  vehicles ,  plus  tne  nine 
vehicles  engaged  in  sewage  disposal  work,  all  grass  cutting  equipment  and 
maintenance  of  plant  at  sewage  works  and  pumping  stations,  is  carried  out 
by  the  depot  staff. 

The  working  conditions  at  the  depot  are  becoming  increasingly 
difficult,  since  the  facilities  are  virtually  the  same  as  when  the  garage 
building  was  constructed  nearly  twenty  years  ago  when  adequate  workshop 
facilities  were  not  included.  During  this  period  the  population  has  increased 
from  3)4,000  to  51,000  with  a  consequent  increase  in  vehicles  to  cope  with  the 
development  of  the  district.  Many  of  the  vehicles  are  larger  and  of  modern 
and  more  complex  design,  but  the  facilities . for  repair  and  maintenance  have 
not  been  improved  accordingly.  Modern  equipment  is  required  to  maintain  a 
fleet  of  this  size  and  specialised  type,  more  especially  now  that  much  higher 
standards  of  maintenance  are  required  by  statute.  The  position  has  now  become 
acute.  In  an  up-to-date  and  progressive  society,  modern  vehicles  ana  equipment 
must  be  matched  by  modern,  specialised  and  efficient  maintenance  facilities. 

In  I96I4  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  look  into  this  matter^and  the 
members  reported  at  that  time  a  new  workshop  was  amply  warranted.  otciff, 
vehicles  and  plant  have  increased  since  that  time,  and  considerable  pressure 
is  now  being  brought  by  the  Factory  Inspectorate  and  the  onions  to  oring  the 
depot  up  to  modern  and  safe  standards  with  satisfactory  working  conditions 
for  the  staff.  The  present  building  is  virtually  unheated,  even  in  the 

coldest  winter  weather. 

The  plans  for  the  erection  of  a  new  workshop  building,  with  improved 
facilities  for  fitting  staff  and  vehicle  crews  are  well  advanced,  out  at  the 
/ear's  end  the  very  protracted  negotiations  with  the  Board  of  Trade  and  ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  with  regard  to  loan  sanction  and  other  relevant 
matters  were  still  not  completed,  but  I  hope  that  by  the  time  of  preparation 
of  my  next  Annual  Report  the  various  permissions  will  have  been  forthcoming 
and  that  the  development  will  have  reached  an  advanced  state.

There  was  considerable  fluctuation  of  staff  during  1967,  36  men  were 
engaged  and  32  left  the  service.  Because  of  this  fluctuation  in  the  staff 
position,  it  is  often  very  difficult  indeed  to  fully  crew  all  the  vehicles, 
particularly  during  periods  of  epidemic  sickness  such  as  influenza,  etc.,  which 
occurred  during  1967  and  it  is  therefore  essential  that  the  total  staff  be  kept 
as  high  as  possible  and  sometimes  slightly  over  the  establishment,  because,  as 
may  be  seen  from  the  above  figures,  on  average,  at  least  6.3  men  may  be  expected 
to  be  away  every  day  -  10$  of  the  minimum  establishment.  Every  man  away  means 
that  a  vehicle  is  not  fully  crewed  and  additional  work  falls  on  the  shoulders 
of  the  remaining  members  of  crew. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  your  Foreman,  Mr.  G.R.  Andrews,  who  daily 
overcomes  the  difficulties  of  crewing  the  vehicles  in  a  very  able  manner.  Credit 
is  also  due  to  the  older  employees  who  form  the  essential  nucleus  of  the  staff 
without  which  the  maintenance  of  the  Cleansing  Services  would  frequently  be  in 
jeopardy.  The  provision  of  additional  staff  housing  has  also  been  of  paramount 
importance  and  I  am  convinced  that  such  provision  must  form  an  essential  part 
of  future  staff  policy.

AIR  POLLUTION 

The  policy  of  monitoring  industrial  furnaces  by  unrecorded  observations 
and  spot  checks  with  immediate  investigation  of  any  plant  appearing  to  contravene 
the  Act  was  pursued  during  the  year  under  review.  Some  time  was  spent  in 
investigating  complaints  of  dust  and  grit  being  emitted  from  the  chimneys  of  a 
large  paper  manufacturing  plant.  Modifications  were  carried  out  to  the  grit 
arresting  equipment  and  the  nuisance  was  reduced.  Samples  of  dust  were  taken 
from  the  plant  and  from  complainants  dwellings  and  submitted  to  the  Warren  Spring 
Laboratory  for  analysis.  Results  of  the  examination  indicated  that  furnaces 
to  these  boiler  plants  were  not  the  only  cause  for  complaint.  However,  I  must 
reiterate  the  comment  I  made  in  my  last  year's  report  that  there  may  be  times, 
particularly  during  adverse  weather  conditions,  when  because  of  the  large  amount 
of  fuel  consumed,  some  degree  of  nuisance  is  likely  to  occur. 

During  the  year,  electro-static  precipitators  were  fitted  to  3  kilns 
at  a  cement  works  and  this  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  dust  emitted. 

The  installation  of  9  furnaces  in  domestic  and  industrial  premises 
were  approved  during  the  year. 

The  three  automatic  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  air  pollution  recording 
instruments  continued  to  function  throughout  the  year  in  the  same  locations  as 
for  1966.  Although  insufficient  results  have  been  received  for  any  definite 
deductions  to  be  made,  it  can  be  said  that  the  same  pattern  of  rise  and  fall  of 
pollution  levels  occurs  at  each  of  the  three  recording  stations  throughout  the 
year  and  that  in  general  differences  between  the  monthly  results  are  not  as  great 
as  might  have  been  expected.  From  the  information  so  far  received  from  the 
Warren  Spring  Laboratory,  results  for  this  district  compare  very  favourably  with 
similar  areas  throughout  the  Country.  Although,  as  I  have  said  it  is  too  early 
for  any  dogmatic  conclusions  to  be  drawn  from  the  results,  there  does  appear 
to  be  a  trend  for  smoke  levels  to  be  slightly  lower  than  in  1966,  but  sulphur 
dioxide  levels  are  slightly  higher.  Apart  from  one  month,  when  the  analyst 
reported  an  undue  amount  of  vegetable  matter  in  the  sample  from  the  Ditton  Sewage 
Works  Site,  the  three  deposit  gauges  functioned  without  incident  and  the  comments 
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above  with  regard  to  drawing  conclusions  also  apply  in  this  case.  As  these 
instruments  monitor  pollution  within  a  much  smaller  radius  than  the  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  recorders  and  are  much  more  affected  by  localised  ground 
level  conditions  and  meteorological  conditions,  seasonable  variations  are  not 
so  apparent,  and  as  is  general  with  this  type  of  instrument  fluctuations 
are  much  greater  from  month  to  month  and  between  sites.  In  general,  the  gauge 
at  Preston  Hall  shows  less  pollution  than  those  at  Snodland  or  Ditton. 

From  time  to  time  complaints  are  received  of  smoke  from  bonfires 
and  informal  action  has  resulted  in  the  nuisances  being  abated. 


SHOPS  ADMINISTRATION 


As  in  previous  years  administration  of  the  Shops  Act  was  mainly 
dealt  with  whilst  visiting  shops  for  other  duties  and  £88  visits  were  made 
during  1966.  The  majority  of  shops  continued  to  close  well  within  the 
permitted  hours  and  there  is  a  continuing  trend  particularly  among  the  chain 
stores  for  a  5  day  week  to  operate.  From  time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to 
remind  shopkeepers  of  the  requirements  relating  to  the  sale  of  goods  on 
Sundays  and  on  the  half  day;  booklets  are  issued  on  a  change  of  occupancy 
explaining  the  main  provisions  of  the  Act. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 


In  1967  there  was  only  one  swimming  pool  open  to  the  general  public. 
This  was  the  indoor  pool  in  the  Blue  Bell  Hill  area  which  is  open  all  the  year 
round. 


One  more  school  installed  a  small  pool  during  the  year  and  there 
are  now  4  schools  in  the  district  with  this  facility.  Head  teachers  are 
advised  on  the  treatment  and  testing  of  the  water  and  weekly  checks  on  the 
chlorine  content  and  acidity  are  made  by  the  Inspector's  during  the  time  the 
pools  are  in  use.  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  wherever  possible,  hand 
chlorination  should  be  replaced  by  automatic  chlorinating  plant  and  breakpoint 
chlorination  employed.  One  school  did  install  such  a  plant  just  before  the 
summer  holidays;  some  teething  troubles  were  experienced  with  the  equipment 
and  the  weather  was  too  cold  after  the  holiday  for  the  pool  to  be  put  back 
into  use. 


Regular  sampling  was  carried  out  at  all  the  pools  during  the  time 
they  were  in  use,  and  of  138  samples  taken  during  the  year,  only  1  of  these 
proved  unsatisfactory.  This  was  taken  from  the  Off ham  school  where  the  pool 
was  not  used  again  during  the  year  due  to  the  summer  holidays  and  inclement 
weather  following. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  regisered  Common  Lodging  houses  in  the  district. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


The  Council’s  gypsy  caravan  site  for  12  caravans  was  completed 
early  in  the  year  and  as  I  forecast  in  last  year’s  report  this  has  not  meant 
an  end  to  the  gypsy  problem  in  bhis  district,  in  fact  the  problem  has  been 
as  bad  if  not  worse  than  in  previous  years.  This  matter  will  continue  to 
remain  difficult  until  sufficient  local  authorities  have  provided  sites 
to  house  all  these  itinerant  people. 

Constant  vigilance  has  been  necessary  to  deal  with  itinerants 
using  roadside  verges  and  other  unlicenced  land,  and  as  a  result  of  a  high 
Court  decision  the  police  have  been  able  to  deal  with  persons  on  the  highway 
verges.  Liaison  with  the  police  on  this  matter  has  been  operating  throughout 
the  year. 


U  applications  for  renewal  of  site  licences  were  approved  during 
the  year,  one  additional  site  the  subject  of  planning  approval  was  not 
occupied  and  a  site  licence  was  not  applied  for.  There  are  77  caravans  on 
the  27  licenced  sites  (excluding  showman’s  caravans).  A  total  of  1|05 
visits  was  made  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 


NOISE 


9  complaints  of  noise  nuisances  were  received  during  the  year 
resulting  in  9h  visits.  The  sources  of  complaint  were  again  wide  and  varied 
from  blasting  and  quarry  machinery,  a  coin  operated  laundry,  factories  and 
farm  machinery  to  beat  music  and  the  noise  from  people  and  cars  leaving  a 
village  hall.  Even  though  a  meter  is  used  to  help  in  evaluating  noise  level, 
the  majority  of  cases  of  noise  nuisances  are  difficult  to  deal  with  in  the 
absence  of  ary  legal  standards.  In  all  cases  where  it  was  considered  that 
a  statutory  nuisance  was  possibly  being  caused,  informal  action  was  taken  and 
the  noise  reduced  or  abated. 


PUBLIC  ENTERTAINMENT 


During  the  year  under  review,  II4  licences  for  stage  and  1  for  cinema 
shows  were  issued.  All  premises  in  which  stage  or  cinema  shows  to  which  the 
public  are  admitted  are  licensed  annually  and  the  legal  requirements  strictly 
enforced. 


PETROLEUM 

The  effect  of  the  ever  increasing  motor  traffic  is  now  beginning  to 
have  a  marked  effect  on  the  storage  and  sale  of  petroleum  spirit,  service 
stations  are  being  modernised,  storage  capacity  is  being  increased  and  modern 
innovations  such  as  latched  nozzles  and  self  service  petrol  pumps  are  starting 
to  be  installed.  The  self  service,  whether  by  coin  operated  pumps  or  note 
acceptor  units,  of  what  is  potentially  the  most  dangerous  substance  in  daily 
use  is  a  matter  which  requires  the  most  careful  consideration  if  serious 
accidents  are  to  be  avoided.  It  is  understood  that  the  Home  Office  hope  to 
issue  a  Revised  Model  Code  early  in  the  new  year  which  will  include  suggestions 
for  self  service  stations. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Home  Office  are  strictly  enforced  at  all 
premises  on  which  petroleum  spirit,  or  inflammable  petrol  based  mixtures  are 
stored,  and  licences  for  these  premises  are  issued  annually. 

Licences  were  issued  to  2  large  depots,  35  service  stations  and  106 
other  premises.  In  addition  to  the  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Fire 
Prevention  Officer  of  the  Kent  County  Fire  Brigade  on  behalf  of  this  Authority, 
298  visits  were  made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  under  this  heading. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AMD  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1?63 


During  1967  a  substantial  amount  of  time  was  spent  in  administering 
the  provisions  of  this  Act.  In  all  625  visits  of  inspection  and  administration 
were  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  In  this  district,  in 
addition  to  new  or  converted  properties  being  occupied  as  business  premises, 
occupation  of  existing  businesses  is  constantly  changing.  In  addition  to  3h 
new  registrations  there  were  19  changes  in  occupation  necessitating  fresh 
registrations  and  19  deletions  from  the  register.  More  often  than  not,  it 
is  only  by  the  visits  of  the  Inspectors  that  such  changes  are  brought  to 
light,  unregistered  premises  also  have  to  be  checked  periodically  to  ensure 
that  changes  of  circumstances  have  not  brought  these  businesses  within  the 
purview  of  the  Act. 

Premises  were  generally  satisfactory  and  occupiers  have  been 
co-operative.  It  has  been  found  necessary  however  to  continue  to  issue 
the  duplicated  information  sheets  to  ensure  that  various  aspects  of  the  Act 
are  brought  to  the  attention  of  occupiers  of  registered  premises.  These 
useful  leaflets  are  very  helpful  in  effecting  compliance  with  the  Act. 

It  is  rather  strange  that  for  the  third  year  in  succession,  13 
accidents  have  been  reported.  These  were  from  5  different  premises,  all  were 
of  a  minor  nature,  none  proved  fatal,  and  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to 
make  a  full  investigation  in  any  of  the  cases  reported. 

As  standards  for  lighting  still  have  not  been  made,  20  lumens  per 
square  foot  has  continued  to  be  suggested  as  a  standard  to  be  aimed  at, 
particularly  in  those  parts  of  premises  where  work  of  a  clerical  nature  or 
where  cutting  or  slicing  is  carried  on.  While  it  is  realised  that  this 
falls  short  of  the  suggested  lighting  code  issued  by  the  Illuminating 
Engineering  Society  it  is  considered  to  be  reasonable  illumination.  It 
must  be  realised  that  in  the  absence  of  any  legal  standards,  or  even  code 
of  practice  issued  by  the  Ministry,  the  enforcement  of  any  lighting  intensity 
is  very  difficult. 

No  exemptions  have  been  applied  for  or  granted  and  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  institute  any  legal  proceedings  during  the  year  under  review.
